DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's remarks to the claims filed June 01, 2010 has been fully considered. 
In light of Applicant's remarks and earlier-filed status of the instant invention, claims 1, 
6-9, 11-15, 17-18, 22-28, and 43-53 are allowed and renumbered to claims 1-30. 

In light of the fact that the instant claimed invention is earlier filed than co- 
pending applications 10/531,526, 10/867,435, and 10/867,445, the Obviousness Double 
Patenting rejections (ODP) are withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 6-9, 
11-15,1 7-1 8, 22-28, and 43-53 are drawn to a method of treating depressive disorder in 
a subject in need thereof comprising administering a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising: about 1% testosterone, about 0.1% to abut 5% isopropyl myristate, about 
0.1% to about 5% thickening agent, about 45% to 90% lower alcohol, and water in an 
amount sufficient to total 100% and wherein the serum testosterone concentration is 
substantially maintained between about 400 ng testosterone per dl_ to about 1050 ng 
testosterone per DL. There is no prior art disclosing the applicant's method of 
treatment, particularly with the pharmaceutical composition disclosed in claim 1 . The 
closest art was Dudley et al. (2003/0022877 A1 ). However, the instant invention was 
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earlier filed than Dudley et al. (2003/0022877 A1 ). Additionally, Applicant has 
demonstrated that application of the aforementioned pharmaceutical testosterone 
composition resulted in improvement of depressive symptoms and in achieving 
particular serum testosterone concentrations. Claims 1, 6-9, 11-15, 17-18, 22-28, and 
43-53 are therefore allowable.
